Drale Recommends New J-Man

City Council to Chamber Board
Favorable aspects of the 

proposed change In the city's 
charter to create a council of 
six members and mayor, were 
discussed by farmer Mayor 
Nick Drale at the Board of 
Directors meeting of the Tor­ 
rance Chamber of Commerce 
this week.

"Electing a mayor at large," 
said Drale; -"will make the 
mayor responsible only to the 
people and not to his fellow

present. He will be elected 
for a four-year term and 
should be selected for his spe­

city's chief executive.
"We had considered the 

possibilities of the ward sys­ 
tem but concluded that It 
would create -a division of the 
city Into a number of sections 
with representatives using 
pressure to favor their own 
districts or wards at the ex­ 
pense of others. Selecting six 
council members at large will 
remove this undesirable fea­ 
ture and thereby give all the 
retidents of th« city fair rep-

Councilman Drale asserted 
he had discovered that many 
persons were under the im­ 
pression that the proposed 
change, to be voted on this fall 
at a special election, might 
hamstring the city manager.

" I think I can put such 
fears down as unwarranted," 
he said. "George Stevena will
